The  Agricultural  Trade  and  Marketing  Information  Center  (ATMIC)  now  has  a  “Home  Page”  on  the 
Internet.  In  addition,  ATMIC  maintains  a  variety  of  electronic  access  points  for  the  full  texts  of  its 
bibliographies,  resource  lists,  newsletters,  and  information  on  U.S.  exports,  implications  of  world  events, 
shifting  global  trends,  and  other  topics.

•  The  ATMIC  Gopher  and  World  Wide  Web  Home  Page 

ATMIC  maintains  easy-to-use  gopher  and  World  Wide  Web  sites  where  users  may  read  or  download 
files.  Because  ATMIC  is  linked  to  other  gophers  and  World  Wide  Web  sites  worldwide,  the  Internet 
route  used  to  reach  ATMIC  will  vary. 

System  Requirements:  Internet  access  with  gopher,  telnet,  or  World  Wide  Web  capability. 

Internet  Access  Methods:

ALF  is  the  electronic  bulletin  board  system  (BBS)  of  the  National  Agricultural  Library,  where  users 
may  download  the  full  text  of  ATMIC’s  publications.
